Architect Proposes Center Design

A new Roosevelt Center Mall 
was unveiled in three concept 
plans prepared by Bradley-Papp 
Landscape Architecture for the 
Greenbelt city council at its Au- 
gust 14 meeting. 

City Planning Director Celia 
Wilson said that the concept plans 
would be displayed at the Labor 
Day Festival for “early public 
comment” before going through a 
formal review process. Sharon 
Bradley-Papp, who grew up in 
Greenbelt, described the plans to 
council. 

All three concepts share cer- 
tain features. Bradley-Papp said 
that many Greenbelters had re- 
quested a return to the original 
Center design. However, she felt 
that the plantings in the original 
design would conflict with citi- 
zens’ desire to have the Roosevelt

The new model replaces five area 
superintendents, each of whom 
monitored operations of about 38 
schools. Under the new struc- 
ture, 20 clusters - each respon- 
sible for seven to 12 schools - 
have been established. 


Chief Educational Advisor 

At each cluster’s helm will be 
a high school’s Chief Educational 
Advisor (CEA), who will help 
“develop policy and ensure that 
such policy is carried out as it 
pertains to the educational 
mission(s).” Each CEA will have 
on staff a Dean of Academic and 
Student Affairs responsible for 
carrying out the day-to-day ad- 
ministrative duties of the high 
school. The CEA will also be 


assisted by an advisory board of 


educators, parents, business lead- 
ers, students and other commu- 
nity representatives. 

For example, Dr. Boarman, the 
designated CEA of the Roosevelt 
High School cluster, will oversee 
the elementary and middle 
schools that feed into the high 


Center be a gathering space. 
Therefore, Bradley-Papp said, she 
tried to “bring forth the desirable 
traits from the historical design.” 
Bradley-Papp went on to list 
the features that the plans retain 
from the original. She said that 
she makes the Mother and Child 
statue more dominant, and that 
she emphasizes the strong “axial 
relationship” of the Center’s 
walkways. She also tries to re- 
gain “more articulation of space. 
Rather than have a wide open 
expanse of pavement,” the con- 
cept plans suggest uses for space. 
All three plans also replace 
the existing stairway on the west 
side of the Co-op building, 
which Bradley-Papp described as 
hazardous. because of its steep- 
ness. The designs all include di- 
rectory signs to the stores.

school. This structure will make 
it more efficient to track students’ 
academic progress as they ad- 
vance to the cluster’s high school, 
as well as to attain more direct 
accountability. 

Included in the Roosevelt clus- 
ter are Greenbelt Middle School 
and Greenbelt, Springhill Lake, 
Magnolia, Glenarden Woods, 
James McHenry Elementary 
Schools and Francis Fuchs Early 
Childhood Center. Michael 
Ready, Roosevelt vice-principal, 
will serve as Dean of Academic 
and Student Affairs. He will help 
carry out the day-to-day adminis- 
trative duties at the school. 

Each cluster will also have its 
own Oasis school. Roosevelt, 
designated as an Oasis school, 
will provide activities for students 
and the community, including 
academic enrichment programs 
after school and on Saturdays, 
fine arts and instrumental music 
programs, adult enrichment pro- 
grams, and computer literacy pro- 
grams for kindergartners through 
adults. SAT preparation and tutor- 
ing programs will also be offered. 


> 


Concepts 1 and 3 replace the 
existing Bradford pear trees with 
other shade trees. Bradley-Papp 
said that pear trees are a hazard 
because they are about 25 years 
old and are beginning to fall 
apart. She said that the trees also 
cloak the store fronts and plaza. 
In Concepts I and 3, the trees 
are separated into three groups in 
order to articulate the space and 


imitate the historic design. 


In Concept 1, Bradley-Papp 
adds tables and chairs under the 
middle group of trees because 
there are many food merchants at 
the Roosevelt Center. The other 
two groups of trees feature wood 
and concrete benches in the 
original style. 

As in all of the concepts, the

trees behind the statue in Con- 
cept 1 are cut back to allow a 
better view of the statue. A re- 
flecting pool is placed around the 
statue to set it apart and to dis- 
courage people from climbing on 
the statue. The hillside behind 
the statue is planted with small 
flowering trees such as cherry 
trees. 

To the left of the hillside, next 
to the Professional Building, is a 
curving stairway which leads 
down to a plaza in front of the 
Post Office. Bradley-Papp said 
that this plaza could be used for 
such activities as an open-air the- 
ater or as an extension of the La- 
bor Day Festival. 

The wall next to the plaza, 
holding up the hillside behind the 
statue, is six feet high with 
ribbed columns like those at the 
Community Center. Bradley-Papp 
said that her. research showed 
that there used to be a similar 
wall next to the Co-op, but that 
it was covered up when the Co- 
op was extended. 

Concept 2 has the same plaza, 
wall, hillside, and reflecting pool 
as Concept 1. However, this plan 
retains most of the pear trees. 
There are original-style benches 
under the southern-most trees. 

Bradley-Papp said that Con- 
cept 2 is “a much less articulated 
space, it’s a much more wide 
open space, which on one hand 
might be less interesting most of 
the time but on the other hand 
allows for large canopies to be 
erected for bands or large groups 
to gather without anything im- 
peding them.” 

Concept 3 is ‘a “very open” 
design, according to Bradley- 
Papp. She said, “One of the con- 
cepts in the original historic plan 
which I thought was very strong 
was the idea of the statue as a 
gateway between the Roosevelt 
Center area and the whole recre- 
ational area, which now includes 
the Community Center.” 

In this plan, there are no trees 
on the hillside behind the statue. 





A path leads from around both 
sides of the statue to a stairway 
directly behind the statue. The 
steps lead to the plaza found in 
Concepts 1 and 2. 

In the middle group of trees 
on the mall, Bradley-Papp places 
an arching wood arbor which 
provides shade. In answer to a 
question by Councilmember 
Judith Davis, Bradley-Papp said 
that it might be possible to adapt 
the Concept 3 plan to retain the 
pear trees. 

Councilmembers seemed to 
appreciate Bradley-Papp’s efforts, 
though they expressed certain 
reservations. Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts said that he be- 
lieved there should be no trees 
obscuring the view of the theater 
marquee. He also thought that a 
new staircase would cause extra 
expense and was a bad idea. “It’s 
going to make too far a walk for 
a lot of people if they come out 
of Co-op,” he said. 

Roberts added that he didn’t 
think the reflecting pool had any- 
thing to do with the historic de- 
sign of the Center. He stated, 
“My own particular belief is that 
when we do this project we 
should try to get back as close as 
possible to the original Center 
design.” 

Bradley-Papp replied that she 
had heard from Greenbelters “a 
great desire for a lot of gathering 
to happen” at the Roosevelt Cen- 
ter. She said, “If we really do 
bring it back to the true historic 
form, all that’s left is pathways 
in the Center.” 

Roberts countered by asking 
whether research had been done 
to see whether the Roosevelt 
Center is actually used as a gath- 
ering place. He stated, “We just 
can’t go off in every direction 
and give everybody everything 
they want because we wouldn't 
be able to afford it. At the same 
time, we want to take (into ac- 
count) people’s considerations.” 

In her reply, Bradley-Papp 
said that citizens want to make 
the Roosevelt Center more like

early American towns’ commons. 
Said Bradley-Papp, “A common 
goal that I’m hearing over and 
over again (from citizens) is, 
‘Bring the Center alive; get the 
people to the Center.’...This is 
(my) primary goal of the project, 
to make it enticing to people to 
come to the Center.” 

In her comments, Council- 
member Davis said that she liked 
the idea of a reflecting pool, add- 
ing that it fit in with the original 
design of the statue, which had a 
water fountain. She said that she 
would prefer to see the Bradford 
pears retained. 

Davis also liked the plans’ 
tables and benches, saying, 
“When you walk through there, 
that’s what you see that you want 
to see more of: groups of people 
just sitting and enjoying the Cen- 
ter.” 

In contrast to Roberts, Mayor 
Antoinette Bram said that she 
thought the existing staircase 
ought to be replaced, as it is dan- 
gerous. She cautioned Bradley- 
Papp, though, that the designer 
might have difficulty in persuad- 
ing citizens to accept changes to 
the Roosevelt Center. 

Bram pointed to the reflecting 
pool and the new trees as ex- 
amples of changes _ that 
Greenbelters might oppose. She 
said, “When you talk about trees 


in this city you usually get open ™ 


arms and a welcome hand. When 
you talk about taking down trees 
. you will meet with resis- 
tance” unless Bradley-Papp ex- 
plains the reasons for her plans. 
“In Greenbelt there is pretty 
much a resistance to change,” 
said Bram. She said that there 
need to be “familiar tokens” in 
the design. Bram concluded by 
asking Bradley-Papp, “Please 
leave those warm elements there 
as you change it so that people 
feel, ‘Well, I know this Center. 
Yeah, that was there before.’”

Fifty Years Ago 


Hawk Finds Good 
Hunting at Lake 


by James Giese 

June, 1945—A duck hawk 
swooped away with a young 
Muscovy duck, one of four given 
to Greenbelt Lake by Judge 
George Phillips of Berwyn, Of- 
ficer Bob Dodge spotted the poor 
little duck being carried away as 
he was bringing corn to feed the 
new lake tenant. The duck hawk 
swooped away before Dodge had 
a chance to shoot the six foot 
wing spread marauder. Two 
larger ducks were also missing. 
This was just two hours after the 
four ducks had been placed upon 
the lake. 

However, the next day one of 
the larger ducks was found under- 
neath the old bathhouse. Later in 
the day, one of the workmen saw 
one of the little ones, consider- 
ably cut and clawed around the 
neck, come out of the woods. 
Another duck was seen in the 
middle of the highway the previ- 
ous night, 

The town police are hoping to 
get the hawk, as Judge Phillips 
has promised more ducks when it 
is safe for them. The previous 
November the police shot a duck 
hawk, probably the mate of the 
current offender. The police 
blame the hawks for the disap- 
pearance of last summer’s ducks. 

Also on the lake were a wild 
Canada goose which had been 
there for about seven weeks and a 
long-necked crane. 

The following week, the Coop- 
erator reported that Officer Dodge 
had downed the duck hawk. It 
showed a photograph of Dodge

Fifty Years Ago 
Remembering 


The Japanese Surrender 


by James Giese 

August, 1945—Fred Theis, 
now a Greenbelt resident, has a 
personal recollection of the Japa- 
nese surrender, or more precisely, 
failure to surrender, at Pagan Is- 
land. Pagan in the Mariana Is- 
lands, is about 180 miles north of 
Saipan where Theis was sta- 
tioned. It had been bypassed by 
the U.S. in the war as were many 
islands held by the Japanese. 

Theis, of Crescent Rd., was 
then a Photographer Mate. 3rd 
class in the navy. He was a 
member of a party of ten sent on 
the destroyer U.S.S. Trippe to 
collect the Japanese soldiers from 
Pagan and another island two 
weeks after Emperor Hirohito had 
announced the surrender of Japan. 
Besides Theis and another man, 
there were a captain, two officers, 
two interpreters of Japanese de- 
scent, an interne, a store keeper 
and a yeoman. 

Although 2,200 Japanese 
were on the island, none showed 
themselves when the destroyer 
and other ships entered Apauu 
Bay on August 31. The destroyer 
kept its five inch guns ready for 
action in case of resistance. 
Nothing happened and a boat was 
sent to shore to pick up a surren- 
der party. Only four men 
showed themselves, two Japanese 
major generals and their two 
aides. They were brought to the 
destroyer where Theis photo- 
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U. S. Navy personnel crowd the si 


graphed one of them. Unfortu- 
nately, his camera jammed before 
he could take more pictures. 

Surrender terms were dis- 
cussed and the officers were then 
returned to their troops on the is- 
land. The Japanese refused to be 
interred by the Americans at that 
time. The ship then left for a 
second island to pick up another 
31 Japanese. These soldiers, too, 
did not respond to calls from the 
ship. The Trippe returned empty 
handed that day. 

For making the trip, Theis re- 
ceived a Japanese rifle. He had 
been in service for two years and 
overseas since March. He does 
not know what eventually hap- 
pened to those soldiers. 

He notes that the Japanese 
captured at Saipan were kept in- 
side a fence at one end of the is- 
land, On Saipan is a cliff known 
as Suicide Cliff. There, many 
Japanese women and children 
hurled themselves into a rock 
strewn ocean to avoid capture by 
the Americans. They had been 
led to believe that the Americans 
would treat them cruelly, accord- 
ing to Theis. A Navy boat stood 
offshore and urged the Japanese 
not to jump in the ocean, but to 
no avail. } 

Theis believes that there is not 
a better place to live than Saipan 
as far as weather is concerned. 
He was there for a little over six 
months.

Some of the plants near the 
Roosevelt Center Mall are in 
bloom and gave a fine display 
just at the time of the Labor 
Day Festival. They show us 
that with a little planning, the 
end of summer can be as filled 
with flowers as the beginning. 

The tall shrubs with pretty 
dark pink flower clusters 
planted in the parking lot is- 
lands are crape myrtles. This 
tall shrub can fit in many gar- 
dens and some are fragrant. Be 
sure to get a hardy variety, 
however, as these shrubs’ can 


really suffer in a harsh winter. 


The masses of white flowers 
near the medicial building and 
the underpass are truely mag- 
nificent displays of hostas. 
Those bunches of long stalks of 
white flowers show us that hos- 
tas are not just the small 
bunches of white and green 
leaves that your grandmother 
had in her garden. 

Imagine how three or five 
plants of the variety of hosta 
planted near the Roosevelt Cen- 
ter Mall ( “Plantaginea”) would

really make a visual impact 
when in bloom in a small or 
medium sized yard. The added 
bonuses of pleasing fragrance 
and big bold leaves means that 
this plant would really hold its 
own. 

Plant breeders have been at 
work and have produced nu- 
merous varieties of hostas. I 
wish more of their work was 
directed towards producing 
bolder flowers rather than vari- 
ous leaf types, but the resulting 
array of leaf types available is 
impressive. The leaves come in 
types from very small up to 
platter sized; in greens, golds, 


bluish-greens; in one or several _ 


colors. So even when not 
blooming hostas look good. 
These leaf colors can be co- 
ordinated with other plants. 
Look at the hostas near the 


blooming white

medicial building and you can 
see that some are all green 
leaves and some have bi-col- 
ored leaves. For another ex- 
ample, my white edged green 
hosta leaves come up in the 
spring just when my late 
daffodils 
bloom, so I have two green and 
white plants together. 

Keep in mind that the differ- 
ent shades and shapes of leaves 
are very important to the shady 
garden, sO one can see the real 
usefulness of hostas. So pick 
colors you like and in a couple 
years you will have a lovely 
stand of them. 

Fragrant hostas include vari- 
eties “Honeybells” and “Royal 
Standard”, (green leaves). The 
latter also has a good flower 
display, as does “Francee” 
(green leaves with white edge).

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City to Receive Funds 
For Northway Park

The city’s anticipated meeting 
with a representative of the Na- 
tional Park Service (NPS) to re- 
ceive a check worth $553,050 
had to be postponed until Friday, 
September 1, when it was 
learned that the NPS official who 
would deliver it, was on vaca- 
tion. The check is a payment 
from NPS to acquire a scenic 
easement of 60 acres along the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 
The Parkway is under NPS juris- 
diction. At the August 14 city 
council meeting, council unani- 
mously passed a resolution grant- 
ing the easement. 

The land in question is part of 
the 101-acre tract known as Par- 
cel 1, which lies north of 
Northway Extended at the city’s 
northern boundary. The payment 
reimburses the city for part of its 
earlier $2.2 million expenditure 
to purchase the tract from private 
developer Theodore N. Lerner. 
That action, in June 1990, was 
taken to preserve the land, part of 
the original Greenbelt acreage, as 
greenspace. 

After Greenbelt was purchased

from the federal government in the 
1950s by the cooperative housing 
corporation, now Greenbelt Homes 
Inc., residents sold off most of the 
surrounding undeveloped land be- 
cause of what they considered the 
high cost of taxes on the prop- 
erty. Over the years much resi- 
dential and commercial develop- 
ment has occurred, such as 
Greenbriar, Windsor Green and the 
Greenway Shopping Center, and 
the earlier Springhill Lake, Univer- 
sity Square,’and Capital Office 
Park developments, to diminish the 
greenspace that used to encircle 
the city. 

As a result, citizens. now 
strongly value the acquisition and 
preservation of what little undevel- 
oped acreage still exists. In 1985 
they approved a $6 million bond 
issue for land acquisition, out of 
which the Parcel 1 tract was pur- 
chased. The agreement with NPS 
to pay the city for this easement 
was negotiated with the assistance 
of Congressman Steny Hoyer.

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Conditions in Rwanda have 
become much more difficult, as 
these excerpts show from the 
most recent letter from Brandy 
Siegel McNeill to her family. 
This is the fourth in a series 
from the former Greenbelter. 

Our last four months in 
Kigali have been very different 
from the first two months. The 
mood in Rwanda since April 
6th, the one year anniversary of 
the start of the war has been 
very tense. 

On April 11th, the one year 
anniversary of the UN with- 
drawal, there was a demonstra- 
tion at the UN headquarters. 
Many Rwandese believe that 
the UN could have provided 
safe haven for the Rwandese 
civilians and prevented the 
genocide. Several thousand 
Rwandans surrounded the head- 
quarters building and we were 
given the order to evacuate the 
compound.’ But as soon as the 
car that I was in drove off the 
UN compound, a crowd of 
about 60 people surrounded our 
vehicle. Thanks to the quick 
and skillful driving of my UN 
colleague, we made it back to 
the UN compound. About 50 of 
us were trapped in the 
headquarters building, We drank 
too much alcohol, traded se- 
crets, and wondered if someone 
was going to lob a grenade 
over the fence. After about four 
hours, the R.P.A. (Rwandese 
Patriotic Army) was able to dis- 
burse the crowd and an hour 
later we were allowed to leave 
the building. 

It was generally believed 
that the demonstration was a 
one time event. However, the 
hostility toward the UN has 
continued to escalate and re- 
member, it’s my job to counsel 
the victims. For example, 

¢ Many UN staffers have 
been robbed of their vehicles at 
gunpoint by drunk thieves in 
Rwandese soldier uniforms. 

¢ Some staffers have been 
robbed at their homes, at gun- 
point. In one robbery, the 
thieves took everything, includ- 
ing the clothes the victims were 
wearing. 

¢ An office was broken into 
in the early evening while four 
employees were still there. 
They were forced to open the 
safe. All the computers, tele- 
phones, fax and copy machines 
were stolen and one of the em- 
ployees was badly beaten. 

* There have been attempted 
rapes. In one recent case, the 
male driver had a gun held to 
his head while the thieves 
pulled the woman out. But it 
appears the thieves only wanted 
the car. When the driver asked 
them to take the car and leave 
the woman alone, they did, al-

though the thieves roughed 
them up a bit first. (Paul and I 
had been at the same restaurant 
as this couple and traveled 
home on the same road just 20 
minutes earlier!) 

¢ The cashier was kidnapped 
and held for about eight hours. 
Not only did I have to debrief 
him, but I had to worry about 
being next. The kidnappers had 
named Paul and I as the next 
targets. 

The bottom line is that now 
everyone is supposed to drive 
in convoys and be home by 
dark as much as possible. 

During one security briefing, 
the Ambassador wrote a note 
and gave it to his body guard 
to deliver. As I idly wondered 
who or what was “important” 
enough for the Ambassador to 
be thinking about during such a 
tense meeting, the bodyguard 


- dropped the note in my lap! 


The Ambassador’s note said he 
would call on me in about two 
minutes to do something to re- 
duce the stress level of the 
group. I took a deep breath and 
prayed that whatever the group 
needed, I would deliver. And I 
guess that’s what’s happened 
because I left them laughing 
and applauding after I led 
group relaxation exercises. And 
now when people pass me in 
the hall they do shoulder shrugs 
and deep breathing! 

Our home life has also been 
more difficult these last two 
months. We haven’t had run- 
ning water or electricity most 
of the time. The electricity is 
not a big problem because we 
have a gas stove, kerosene 
lamps and battery operated ra- 
dio, CD, and cassette players. 
The only real inconvenience 
from lack of electricity is the 
fridge. Can't save leftovers. 
Warm cokes and beer! 

Lack of running water is a 
different story! Major inconve- 
nience! Paul brings home 20-li- 
ter jerry cans every day. Each 
jerry can weighs 25 pounds. 
Think about lifting that jerry 
can every time you just want to 
wash your hands. (Thank you 
Sandy for the baby wipes!) 

We bathe out of a plastic 
bucket (with heated water, a 
real treat, thanks to the gas 
stove.) It doesn’t take much 
water to soap up.

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Pipik’s Puppets 
Are Back

One of the more pleasant sur- 
prises at the Labor Day Festival 
was Joe Pipik’s Backpack Pup- 
pets, who performed Saturday af- 
ternoon. Despite the fact that he 
is an old acquaintance, I state the 
following with cold objectivity: it 
is astonishing that performers of 
Pipik’s quality choose to make 
careers out of performing pup- 

petry for children. 

There is a deceptive simplicity 
about Pipik’s one-man show. He 
works with a small, bare stage, 
few props, a spare story line, and 
a few characters. There is nothing 
for him to fall back on except 
himself. 

Oh, yes: He does have a gim- 
mick. He wears the puppet stage 
mounted on his back. Hence the 
name. His face makes a brief ap- 
pearance at the show’s opening, 
then beats an ignominious, howl- 
ing retreat beneath the stage after 
being bitten on the nose, to the 
great amusement of his very short 
audience. 

Pipik engages the youngsters 
at every turn. Surfing deftly on 
their chaotic exuberance, he fear- 
lessly cajoles and banters with 
them and enlists their aid as vol- 
unteers. No surprise or mishap 
seems to find him at a loss for 
choice words. This kind of bra- 
vura performance is not for the 
faint-hearted. Anyone who knows 
how hard it is to hold the atten- 
tion of a five-year-old will under- 
stand the magnitude of the 
achievement when it is done with 
flair and panache. Flair and pa- 
ache are what distinguish the 
Grand Canyon from a big hole in 
the ground. 

Such airy, improvisational 
horseplay, however, is constructed 
over an armature of solid experi- 
ence. Pipik has been working for 
more than 20 years as an actor,

But then 
Dino Rock, another locally-based 
puppet company (with whom he 
still performs), a group that tours 
nationally, invited him to join 

them. He couldn’t resist.

It’s easy to understand the 
temptation. It gave him a chance 
to perform with Michele Yalerie, 
who wrote the book on flair and 
panache and with whom it is im- 
possible to spend more than five 
minutes without coming to adore 
her.

| subsumed under “Shows To Go,’ 
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a new company he is forming 
with Jeannie Wall, who also per- 
formed at the Labor Day Festival. 

Greenbelters should be hon- 
ored that Will and Pipik sched- 
uled their performances here just 
one day before another important 
event: their marriage. But then 
thespians are used to juggling 
crowded calendars. 

And Wall knows a thing or two 
about juggling: In her wisecrack- 
ing, circus-like variety act, she 
tosses around flaming torches and 
frying pans, as well as expertly 
wielding a bullwhip. (After I saw 


her perform, Pipik, a nearly-peren- 
nial bachelor, patiently endured 
some rather tasteless humor on my 
part about his new wife’s being 
well-equipped to keep him in line.) 
The new company should present 
an interesting mix. 

Those who wish to see Joe 
Pipik perform again can attend 
Dino Rock's new musical,. “Dr. 
Dinosaur,” playing at the 
Smithsonian's Discovery Theater 
six days a week October 2-20.
